W. L. Wood, of Brookhaven, Mis#,,

Drying sweet and Irish potatoes, 
beets, turnips, okra and everything 
of the garden except watermelons, 
was fully explained- 
"If you will make a wire basket, 
and suspend it over your cook stove, 
you have your drying outfit complete. 
Your * hands held between the hot 
stove and the basket In which you 
have your vegetables “will tell you 
the right drying temperature. 
When 
your hands become so hot that you 
can bear the heat, though with dis­ 
comfort, then you have the right dry­ 
ing temperature. Turnips I have tried 
and they are as lucious to eat when 
served after so drying as when Iresh. 
To have suitable receptacles for your 
dried garden products, take common 
fiour sack* but 
treat 
them 
with 
parafllne so as to make 
them 
air 
tight. 
You prepare the parafllne by 
dissolving it in about two gallons of 
gasoline, which is applied . to 
the 
sacks cold. 
By this simple drying 
you conserve absolutely all of your 
garden crop,"

no scientific test has been made to 
prove absolutely that a cctatn brand 
of Irish potatoes will not "bug," it Is 
a fact that Mr. Mobley lias about 25 
bushels of bugless Irish potatoes, and 
a few bushels of them he is donating 
in small amounts to farmers in the 
Oouth.
